after I received a medical disciiarge from the nnny f when I was assigned to QSL>, I 
wa 3 reliired as a civilian consultant by the Latin American Division* In retrospect this 
was at least in part because of my series of exposes of Nazi cartels* ifte first job I 
recall wao the economic , commercial and financial section of what proceeded the Blup ^ook* 
in preparing tliis I do not recall any real intelligence reports. I used largely 
standard sources mid the usual consular reports and other such State and Commerce D G part- 
went records. 

The document we prepared, and tliis was ill' ter the Research and iuialysis .branch was 
transferred to State when OSS wa3 liquidated^ 1 now recall, wao to liave been used by 
Nel 3 on Uockefeller at the meeting of the Anoricimstate at ^hapultepec, “exico in ( their 
preparations for the organization of the Ulf at dan £fansciso. 

Duly, Rockefeller had his own policy and he made US policy by failing to uuo tliis 
study of liazi influencyin Argentina to block its admission into tlie Ulf.

1 was put in churgo of the niliarji end, to detail tlie Uazi influence on the Argentine 
military • We voru given special quarters, as 1 now recall on tho west side of lUth Dt. 
below Penna. ave., lfV/. I had not really gotten started when, in thinking of tliis, I saw 
that it was very bad~p!4cy policy. I believed and said tliat not huving takon tlu.3 position 
at the liexioo meeting all of Latin America would resound with cries of "Yankee •‘•nperiulism. 
Do, I asked to be relieved, was, and ay career did not survive it.

What I predicted is wliat happened. All of Latin America did resound with the cry of 

US domination and the pcjrtests wore numerous and vocal. But as I learned, being right is

appuront that the US also was not using r-was-not really interested in catching and exposing 
escaped ifuzi war criminals. Otherwise “engele would liave been included in reporting from 
South America, as with Uockefeller, tho real interest was in imagined Communist inroads 
and all sorts of people who were not Gomnuniata were suspected or reported as reds.

1 
influence* almost always t' wliat wa3 regarded as Communist was merfe uationliom, opposition 
to American corporations taking the wealth out of the coui^tries v/liicli needed it so des- 



parately. Where there was native ownership, as witli ^olivia mid tin, there was also oppo- 
sition to tliat wejilth leaving the den para tuly poor country. There never was any real 
*ed menace in i*atin America* M i 14 if uj t & i * (j f 

However, it wan tliis attitude, this belief and policy, tliat may it so much easier 
for the Nazis to bn safe in tliat part of the world. I doubt we* 11 evor know how many 
were able to live their lives out there. 

Were it not for this I believe tliat iA engelo and others would have been identified 
und brought to tial. Hut there was no interest in tliat. It wa3 no secret tliat Nazis had 
safety in Argentina and Paraguay in particular, where both governments were pro-Nazi 
dictatorships. 

A ou refer to Stroessner 1 s take-over in Paraguay, lie w «3 a cabon copy ri>f the dictator 
he ousted, Hector liorinigo. I 3a t on the Paraguay desk during a revolution by the port of 
the army based ai It was not in any sense u red revolution. It was an almost 

successful attempt to establish a democratic government. Hut it got no support from the 
US, wliich did support morinigo. 

I he west German government had no interest in catching the escaped Nazis. Too many in 
it had similar backgrounds.
